CHANG YBN HAO 4ND OTHERS V, BEWICK, 
MOREING, AND CO, 4ND OTHABS. - 

'T’'nis wis an appeal by tho firat-nomed plaintiff 
against the decision of Mr. Justice Barwell. 
The dee'sion waa upon a@ motion by the Chinese 
Lngineerbg and Mining Company (Limited) 
that theirname might be strack out as plaintiffs 
jn tho ac'lon, on the gronud that the writ hed 
beon issud without the authority of the com- 
pany. By, the writ, in which tis Eazcellenoy 
hong Yen Mao (on behalf of himeolf and all 
the motwlers of the Chinese Engineoring and 
Mining Company, Limited, other than the 
defendants) and. the Chinese Engineorlng 
ond Miniog Company (Limited) were named 
as pleiotiffe, avd Bawick, Moreing and Co., 
| Herbert Charles’ Hoover, Chetles Algernon 
Moreing, Edmund Daris, Walton Fizjames 
Turnox, aud. Albert Thys were sumed as 
defendcnt, the paintiffa claimed a declsra- 
tion that the defendants Bewick, More- 
ing, end. Co, C. A. Moreing. and H. C. 
Hoover had. been guilty of a breach of trust in 
not coavying dertsin property to the’ plaintiff 
company, that the plaintiff company: had been 
inducad {o enter into on agreement with the 
Oriental Syndicate by the fraud of tho dofend-’ 
ents C, A, Moroing, E. Davis, W. F. Turner, 
and Albert Thys, and damages for the breach of 
trast ovdfrand. All the individual defexdante 
are dirediors of the plaintiff company.

Now while 
we by no means wish todiscouraye the tendency 
of China te multiply the opew ports or trading 
centres where foreigners can live and move 
and have their being: in logalizedfrocdom, there 
is w certain elemont of dangor in tha india- 
criminato throwing opon of.particalar placos, 
and China runs some risk of doftating her own 
ends by being tod precipitate inher action in 
this respect. In the caseof Haichww, for inatance, 
it would be thrown opon asa sop to the Germans 
in anticipation of a possible dowand for such con- 
cession, and in such case the placawould probably 
become practically German. In viow cof .the 
Tiussinn notification to come through Mongo- 
lis, aud the agressive polioy which bas been long 
adumbrated by Reusasa in regard to Kalgon, 
ote., these places are now annoanred as about 
to bo opened to international tride. They will 
become Russian strongholds. 

It is, of course, open to all the Powers alike 
to post their representatives ond establish com- 
mercial houses at these centres, and so far as 
Ka'gon and Kulun are concornel no doubt there 
would be no Joss of time in doug 80. But the 
fact remains that in principle.te places in each 
of the above instances—if the report of Haichow 
is authontic—will be primarily opened to please 
one Power, nd in xo doing Chisa is paving the 
way to the creation of a number of spheres o: 
influence. which are theoretically and de facto 
opposed to the principle of the ‘span door.’ : 

‘A certain period of notica of not less than six 
months should be given all tho Powers when 
the opening of a now trading centre is contem- 
plated, and as eno centres are ominally inter- 
national such opening should only take place 
oo the applioxtion, or with the spproval of not 
less than three commercial Powers.

The policy of multiplying trading contros 
and open ports is & one,and China will 
benefit greatly “by adopting it; but thoro is 
method: in all things, and we vow with distinot 
distrust this reported tendency to consider the 
project one day and execate it the next. To 
soma Powers who always have Consu's, or men 
who will answer sa euch, ready made in atock, 
these arratic decisions may be no disadvantage, 
but to nations like Great Brien where only 
@uaborately trained men can bo catled upon, the 
aso is different. However, if this tendenoy is 
Iikely to develop, our Government may sdapt 
ituel? ¢o the new order of things by appointing 
Commercial Consuls and a0: ovold the dan, 
which will otherwise confront us of getting 
left.—Paking Times. : :
